This contract made and entered into by and between the City of Austin,
a municlpal corporation situated in Travis County, Texas, hereinafter for
convenience sometimes called the City, and E. Juul, of Travis County, State
of Texas, hereinafter for convenience sometimes called the Customer,
WITNESSETH:

Ie

(a) The City of Austin for the consideration hereinafter stated
agreeg to furnish all labor, tools, equipment, implements, appliances, and
materials necessary to lay and agrees to lay the certain water mainsg and
other plpes in Theodora Subdivision on the streets and at the locations de-
scribed as follows:

Two-~inch (2) cast iron water main or equivalent in Caswell
Avenue, from East 48th Street south a distance of approxiw
mately 165%,

(b) The City of Austin for the consideration hereinafter stated
agrees to furnigh all labor, tools, equipment, implements, appliances and
materials necessary to lay and agrees to lay the certain sanitary sewer
malng and other sewer plpes in Theodora Subdivision on the streets and
eagsements at the locatlions described as follows:

Sewer mains in East 47th Street, from Caswell Avenus to
Lot ¥o. 9; in Caswell Avenue, from East 47th Street north
to Lot No. 9. '

I

It i estimated that all the work contemplated under Paragraph I
gbove will cost the sum of Eight Hundred and Sixty Dollars ($860.00) when
completed, of which cost the sum of One Hundred and Sixty Dollars ($160.00)
is estimated to be the cost of the water lines and the sum of Seven Hundred
Dollars ($700.00) is estimated to be the cost of the sewer lines; and the
Customer in consideration of the foregoing obligations to the City, which
are assumed for the benefits of the Customer in order to furnish water serv-

ice and sewer to him, agrees to deposit the sum of Eight Hundred and Sixty
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Dollars ($860.00) with the City of Austin prior to commencement of the work.

I,

Within a reasonsble time after deposit of the sum or sums of monsy
as provided in Paragraph II, the City of Austin agrees to commence construch-
ion of the utility improvements described in Paragraph I and to prosecute
said work in a good and workmanlike manner and with reasonshle diligence
untll fully completed; bubt delays occasioned by matters and events over which
the City has no control shall be excepted and not included in the time reason-
ably required to complete the work.

Iv.

The deposit provided for in Paragraph II is an estimate only of the
cost of constructing the utility improvements described in Paragraph I; and
it is agreed that if the actual cost of such work is less than the amount
deposited by the Customer, the City of Austin affer the work is completed
will refund to the Customer the difference between the actusl cost and the
estimated cost of such work, but if the actual cost of such work shall exceed
the amount of sald deposif, the Customer agrees upon notice from the City
immediately to deposit an additional sum to make up the difference between
the estimated cost and the actual cost of the work.

v.

Immedlately after completion of the utility improvements described
in Paragraph I, the City of Austin will furnish to the Customer a statement
of such costs, together with the date of completion of the work; amnd the
Gity of Austin is hereby authorized, through its officers or agents, to note
on this contract the correct figure stating the actual cost of such work and
the date of completion.

Vi,

It 1s agreed that the Customer shall be reimbursed for the money de-
posited as provided in Paragrsph II above in the following manners

Within sixty (60) deys after the first day of January following come
Pletion of the work described in Parsgrsph I, the City shall pay to the
Customer a sum equal to twice the gross amount of income realized by the
City from the service and sale of water for usual, customary, and normal
domestic, commercial, and industrial uses to customers having a direct cone
nection with the water mains and sewer lines described above, for the period
of time immediately preceding the first day of Jamuary; and within sixty
(60) days after the first day of Jamuary of each succeeding year the City
agrees to pay bo the Customer a sum equal to twice the gross lncome realized
by the City during the preceding calendar year from the gervice and sale of
water from sald water lines for usual, cugtomary, and normsl domestic, com-
mercial and industrial uses to customers having a direct connection with
sald water mains and sewer lines, until the total amount of the cost of
congtruction of the mtility improvements has been repaild; but in no event
shall the City make such payments for a period of time longer than ten (10)
years from the date of completion of said work (as such date is noted hereon

under provisions of Paragraph V), even though the full cost of such work abt
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the end of said time has not been refunded in full to the Cugtomer; and if
at any time before the expiration of sald ten (10) year period, the principal
sum of such cost has been repaid further payment shall cease.

VIiI.

It is agreed that the City may make such repairs and changes in all
of sald utility improvements, pipes, hydrants, and connections necegsary to
the orderly conduct of proper utility systems. Titel to all said ubility
improvements shall be and remain at all times in the City of Austin,

VIIi.

It is agreed that this contract is made with reference to the existing
charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to all matters affecting this contract, and the Customer agrees
to comply with 21l provisions of such laws, ordinances, and charter,

IX,

It iz agreed that the City of Austin may at its option retain any
prart or all of the deposit made by the Customer in compliance with Paragraphs
II and IV of this contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds pro-
vided for in Paragraphs IV and VI of this contract in the event the Customer
ghall fail or refuse to comply substantially with any obligation lawfully
imposed on the City of Austin regulating the platting, planning, and develop-
ment of subdivisions within the City of Austin.

I, the undersigned, have congidered the application of Wilkerson Truck
Lines, by J. Richard Wilkerson, for permission to operate a private gasoline
